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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the response to election received on 20 April 2006 in which 
Species V, Subspecies I comprising claims 1, 8-9 was elected. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement comprising: an electret 
condenser microphone having a side wall and a cover board affixed to a surface of the back 
electrode board facing away from the diaphragm so that the cover board and the back electrode 
board form a complex front board arrangement for the microphone; wherein the complex front 
board arrangement has a connecting path at an interface including opposing surfaces of the cover 
board and the back electrode board, wherein the connecting path extends perpendicular to axes 
of first and second through-apertures formed in the back electrode and cover board respectfully, 
and is connected to the first and second through-apertures, whereby the electret film 
communicates with the outside through the connecting path and the first and second through- 
apertures, and an ingress of grit from the outside to the electret film is suppressed by the 
connecting path, as substantially connected and described in the other functional language 
recited in the claims.
